Wasuincton, December 19 —'‘hree days 
seems a liberal allowance to the postal bill 
in the house, with it still unfinished. 
Perhaps the considerafion has been inten- 
tionally deliberate. Friends of the Kas- 
gon civil service bill are persistent inle 
manding its taking up whenever the house 
moves toa new question. Many members 
want to wait until the senate acts on the sub- 
ject, while many others welcome delay be- 
cause they don’t want this congress to have 
the architecture of a civil service reform: 
Kasson is the Miss Nancy of the house.. He 
has a nice bill, and charged with a nice 
speech on its merits. Another cause of the 
consumption of three days is the magniiude 
of the postal appropriation bill. The other 

‘appropriation bills already passed were 
simple in comparison both in amount and 
detail. Itis aiways a question of difficulty 
how fairly toapply enough tothe postal 
service and how to guard its expenditure. 
Two cent letter postage has come quicker 
than the most hopeful dreamed of two years 
ago. Some of the best brains in the house 
thought it a little premature. One cent lost 
on each letter foots up the enormous sum of 
$10,000,000 in a year. Notall that amount, 
however, must be provided against to prevent 
a deficit, for the department would have 
had a surplus of about $4,400,000 with 
the three cent rate. To make _ up 
the difference by any economy in the pres 
ent bill may well be considered impossible, 
but after the severe pruning of railway ianffs, 
star route slush hee and fast mail discrim- 
inating appropriations, the department will 
not be teft far from land.

AT THE CAPITAL. 


The Works and Ways of Washington Life—Jay Hub- 
bellen the War Path; 

Wasntneton, December 19.—J. Hubbell is 
on the war-path. He is after the official 
head of the collector of customs at Detroit, 
whois Ferry’s chief fugleman. The other 


day Hubbell in a newpaper interview charg- | 


ed that the colleetor had been receiving over 
$10,000 a year from the sale of customs 
blanks and has pocketed the money; and 
that he was also receiving asalary from the 
Canadian railroads which bring into Detroit 
goods imported from Canada. To-day 
Dunnell, a member of the Ways 
and means committee, introduced in the 
house a resolution instructing that committee 
to inquire whether any collectors of custums 
on the northern border were receiving and 
retaining fees from the sales of blanks, and 
whether any of them were in the pay of the 
Canadian railroads. The _ resolution was 
passed. While ite does not name the 
collector at Detroit, yet it was in 
tended especially for him. Hubbell 
is a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee and will see to it that the investi- 
gation shall be prompt, for he has been gath- 
ering the evidence of Collector Bell’s vuilt 
and has interesting documents to lay before 
the committee at once. Moreover, he has had 
government officers investigating the matter, 
and their reports, which are said to be very 
damaging to Collector Bell, wili be called for 
[t is intimated that Bell has had allies in the 
treasury department. 
THE PUBLI 
WASHINGTON, December 19.—The pay of 
eniployes is about $5,000 daily, or $400,000 per 
quarter. The number of employes in the aif- 
ferent branches is about 2,250 divided 
tween the bindery, about 600; folding room, 
450; press room, 240; job room, 60; stereo- 
tv pe. specification, 125; Congressional 
Record, 75; miscellaneous, 8&0; Interior 
branch, 11; navy, 5, and document room, 446, 
Some idea may be formed of the extent of 
business transacted at the government print- 
ing office as shown by the operations or the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1882. The num- 
ber of copies of unfinished work at that date 
was $1,093,097, the estimated cost of which 
being $1,391,118.77. The total disbursements 
for the year were $2.635,159.08,of which $274,- 
154.99 were for lithographing and engraying; 
paper and expenses of @ongressional Record, 
$492,567.80, and pay to employes, $1,482,- 
The inventory showed the cost of 
“plant” to be $587,621.79. The total cost of 
printing for congress was $1,047,938 64, and 
forthe executive departments, $977,417.07. 
Mhe pumber of blanks and envelopes printed 
was 130,678,255; of pamphlets and docu- 
ments, 27,044,776, with 696,722 pages, and 
253,606 blank books. There were bound 94,- 
SS4 volumes and 104,553 memorandum books, 
SHERMAN AND WINDOM. 
Wasiincron, December 19.—During 
debate on the civil-service bill in the 
Sherman and Windom became much excited 
over intimations that there is an unneces 
rily large clerks employed in the 
treasury department. They both denied chat 
such isthe ease. They spoke with an amus- 
ing assump!ion of superiority and appeared 
to think that their declarations shouid be ac 
cepted by the senate as a truthtui pre- 
sentation of the matter. They went 
far to dety any sepator to name 
a single office .or bureau iin = winch 
there were supertluous unnecessz- 
sary Officials or clerks. These two ex-secre- 
taries made a sorry exhibition of themselves. 
It is a notorious fact admitted by the best 
and most trustworthy of the treasury de- 
partment that there are now and have been 
for years, unnecessary clerks and officers in 
many brancues of the treasury service. Even 
Secretary Folger during the last session ol! 
congress informed the house appropriation 
committee that he was satisfied that asa 
Whole the clericai force of the department 
was too large, but that owing to his tken 
inexperience he was not prepared to. enter 
into details. 
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A GRAND PANE, 

WASHINGTON, December 19.—All the move- 
ments of the republican leaders in cengress 
evince a terrible alarm, and a purpose, it pos- 
sible, to keep control ef the government in 
1884. It is understood that their senators 
have formed a committee of safety, of which 
Messrs. Edmunds, Hale, Frye, Harrison, Don 
Cameron, Miller of New York, Sherman and 
Logan are members. Some of these 
senators went to work on Pres 
ident Arthur before he wrote his late mes 
sage, and succeeded in getting him to 
take the ground they desired on political as- 
sessments and other topics. The president 
thoroughly intimidated and humiliated by 
the popular verdict in the elections, was in a 
ready tranie of mind to take advice, how 
ever contrary to the whole tenor of his po- 
litical lite. It was agreed on both sides that 
everything should be done to secure union, 
harmony and the perpetuation of the repub- 
lican party; that to this end it was necessary 
to ignore distinction of stalwarts and 
halfbreeds in making appointments and 
removals, and recognize equally all who 
were willing to support the republican party 

LiGULATING TELEGRAPH COMPANIES 

WASHINGTON, December 19.—The bil! in- 
troduced in the house to-day by Representa: 
tive Jovce, of Vermont, for the regulation of 
telegraph and cable companies provides that 
every such conspany shall receive any mes- 
sage from another telegraph company, and 
shall transmit and deliver the same in good 
faith and witheut discrimination, whether it 
shall relate to the business of the company 
Offering it or shell have been received or 
collected from other persons for 
transmission. Any company violating this 
provision shall be liable toa penalty ot $500 
forevery such violation. It also declares 
that any empleye of any company, who shall 
read, inspect or examine any message, except 
such eniployes must read it for the purpose of 
transmission or delivery, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable 
to a fine of not more than $500, or be impris- 
oned more taan six months, provided chat 
this section shall not apply to any act done 
in obedience tou any subpcena or other legal 
process.

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STORM ON THE LAKES. 


The Worst Storm of Fifty Vears—Great Damase Dore 
to Vessels. 

boston, December 19.—A St. Johns, N. 
to-day Siys the schooner . 
Jane arrived this morning trom Twilinygate. 
and reports that the greatest storm of fifty 
vears was experienced there on Tuesday cast 
Monday was delightfully fine, but that night 
the wind began to blow with great violence 
accompanied by heavy snow drifts, which 
coutinue®* over forty-eight ours. at times in- 
creasing to a perfect hurricane. Twenty-two 
vessels of different sizes were totally wrecked 
In Green bay. At Little Harbor the schooner 
Remusant was wrecked. It is not > known 
whether wholly or partially. The wharves, 
stages and flukes were swept away in every 
direction. The storm raged with such a fury 
that it was scarcely possible to do anything 
to prevent the craft from drifting upon the 
rocks.

A QUEER CASE. 


A BANKRUPT MERCHANT HIDES 
HIS GOODS IN WoOODS. 

A Newly Married Fayetteville Man Blows Gis Braics 
Out Without Apparent Cause—Newnan Court 
Adjourned—Clayton County Candidates— 
Murder in Hartwell — Fires.

LUMPKIN, December 18.—So0me years ago 
one J. A. Giles succeeded in establishfng him- 
self at Union, acountry stand in this county, 
and was succeeding well when he suddenly 
died of malarial fever, His younger brother, 
John F. Giles, took his business in hand and 
runitin hisown name. He seems to have 
established a good credit and was to all ap. 
pearances prospering, receiving constantly 
heavy stocks of goods, when about the 15th 
of October last an agent of J. Kyle & Co., o! 
Columbus, sued out an attachment against 
him for an unpaid bill and succeeded in get- 
ting back some of the goods he had sold. 
Then Waxelbaum & Co., of Maco», filed an 
equity bill, to which other creditors joined 
themselves as parties. In the meantime, the 
remainder of the goods, except a small rem. 
nant were spirited away. Things remained 
in thissituation until this week, when the 
aitornéys of Waxelbaum sued out 
search warrants and began to 
search for the goods. Energetic bailiffs were 
employed, and by Saturday night they had 
secured about $3,000 worth of the goods, rhe 
goods were found in small quantities hidden 
in the most inconceivable piaces. Some were 
found in a cotton house covered with cotton 
Some in negro houses, and others lying in 
piles in the open woods. A bailiff came 
across a fine lady’s cloak together with a bolt 
of woolen goods lying in a skirt of woods 
to the rear of a negro house. Investigation 
disclosed the fact that these goods had been 
hastily removed and deposited with fri nids 
of the broken merchant, some of them being 
negroes. Other negroes finding it out made a 
raid on the negro bailees, and thus they _be- 

m4 y 
came scattered over the neighborhood. When 
the search began the stolen goods went out 
of the houses into the woods, where they 
were found. Giles’ friends, after the second 
search, promised, if the attorneys would for- 
bear prosecutiog, to bring the remainder of 
the coods in. Under this arrangementa large 
lot came in to to-night. _ ue 

The goods were so readily identified as to 
alanost show wp each creditor’s loss in the 
stock on hand. Thirty bolts of woolen goods 
uncut showed the trade mark of 8. Waxel- 
bum & Co., while cheese, apple butter and 
fancy groceries in unbroken packages,showed 
that the Thurbers, of New York, were in for 
it. 

The goods on hand will be sold for the ben- 
efit of creditors. A failure of this character 
never before happened in this county, and 
this one isa source of mortification to mer- 
chants and citizens generally. Mr. Giles 
failed for about $13,000. and his creditors 
are scattered from Eufaula to New York.

Now this they have a per- 
fect right to do provided they are free of debt, but 
no man is justifiable in speculating on another's 
money, which is the case when a planter leaves an 
obligation that is due unsettled that he may take 
advantage of an advance in price. When 
you contracted certain debts it was with the under- 
standing that you was to settle bya stipulated time. 
That time has now passed, and your account is 
still uncancelled. Your excuse is that cotton is 
too low, and you want to wait for a better price be- 
fore selling. Is this just to vour creditor,who him- 
self has debts to meetand they cannot thus be de- 
layed? If you want to act fair by him, and at the 
same time avail yourself ofa possible advance in 
price, why not place your cotton in the hands of 
some commission merchant to hold for you, and 
then draw enough money on same to 
meet your debts? This is the proper 
way todo business. You then defraud noone and 
gambleon your individual money—not on that be- 
longing to your creditor. A finaricial panic is now 
threa'ening this country, and the present system 
practiced by our farmers of holding back their cot- 
ton at the expense of the merchants who ners pine 
them, is calculated to hasten it on and keep dqwn 
any advance likely to be made in the price of; the 
staple. Let them deposit their crops in some ware- 
house, draw enough from them to liquidate gheir 
accounts, and they will thus ease the mpney 
market and will be more likely to encourage gm ad- 
vance.
